THE BURNT RECORDS BILL.

In Section v of the same 
bill it ie provided that in ail cases where 
abstracts, copies, etc., shall be received in 
evidence, whether purchased by the county 
or not, all deeds or other instruments of 
writing, appearing thereby to have been ex 
ecuted by any person or persons, shall be

The Connecticut election has shown that the 
Western Democrats are in the right. The 
Demecratic party, in this contest, did not, 
even with the aid of the Labor Reform 
party, which voted solidiy for Hubbard, 
manitest even a spasm of life.
